One  male  infant  died  when  four  days  old.  The  next  deaths  occurred  in 
the  fifth  decade  of  life,  one  man  and  one  woman.  Three  women  died  in  the 
sixth  decade,  all  the  remaining  male  and  most  of  the  female  deaths  occurred 
between  the  seventh  and  ninth  decades,  that  is,  between  the  ages  of  60  and 
89,  and  four  women  survived  beyond  the  age  of  90,  one  of  them  to  the  age  of 
101  years.

Beyond  the  fact  that  it  was  a  “trough”  year  for  measles,  I  am  unable  to 

comment  on  the  small  number  of  notifications.  Streptococcal  infection 
does  occur  without  any  rash,  while  dysentery,  though  very  infectious,  can 
cause  so  mild  an  upset  that  medical  aid  may  not  seem  necessary. 

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Home  Health  Services 

The  home  health  services  are  provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council. 
They  include  district  nurses,  health  visitors,  midwives,  home  helps,  and  the 
various  welfare  officers  come  under  the  County  authority.  The  local  health 
visitor  occupies  a  flat  over  the  rear  part  of  the  Market  Rasen  Clinic.  During 
the  year  the  services  of  a  part-time  district  nurse  were  obtained,  and  another 
nurse  was  appointed  to  provide  the  midwifery  service. 

Mental  Health  Services 

Treatment  is  arranged  with  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
Supervision  and  after-care  are  given  by  staff  employed  by  the  County 
Council,  who  arrange  for  the  care  of  mentally  subnormal  persons. 

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres 

Treatment  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  are  dealt  with  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  nearest  centres  are  at  Brigg,  Lincoln  and  Grimsby. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Annes  Road,  Lincoln,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Croll,  provides  all  necessary  services,  including  the  supply 
of  immunising  agents  not  available  from  the  Public  Health  Department  of 
Lindsey  County  Council.  Dr.  Croll  is  always  approachable  on  any  epidem¬ 
iological  problems  and  is  ready  to  visit  if  required. 

School  Clinic 

The  School  Clinic  is  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  its 
immediate  conduct  and  supervision  being  left  under  my  control,  assisted  by 
the  resident  health  visitor.  The  clinic  is  at  the  service  of  all  surrounding 
schools  for  advice,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  immunisations  and  medical 
examinations,  and  I  also  use  the  facilities  for  examination  of  adults  and 
special  tests  on  educationally  subnormal  children.  By  arrangement  with  the 
County  Medical  Officer  I  hold  occasional  evening  sessions  for  immunising 
adults.  This  well-equipped  clinic  is  a  great  blessing,  and  I  only  wish  more 
people  could  get  to  it.  The  premises  house  several  other  clinics,  including 
infant  and  child  welfare,  physiotherapy,  psychiatric  and  dental.  There  is 
also  an  ophthalmic  clinic,  and  cases  requiring  speech  therapy  can  be  seen 
by  appointment. 

The  Grange 

This  home  for  deprived  children  between  the  ages  of  3  and  15  is  a  County 
Council  service,  and  in  my  capacity  as  an  assistant  county  medical  officer 
comes  under  my  supervision. 

The  Poplars 

This  is  a  County  home  for  old  people.  It  houses  some  30  persons  of 
both  sexes,  and  while  it  does  not  come  under  my  supervision  I  have 
visited  it  and  found  it  well  run. 

Ambulance  Service 

During  1962  the  National  Fire  Service  continued  to  supervise  all  am¬ 
bulances.  An  ambulance  can  be  obtained  through  one’s  own  doctor,  or 
in  emergency  by  ringing  the  ambulance  station.

More  infants  are  receiving  “Triple”  vaccine,  covering  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  and  the  figures  should  improve  in  future  years. 
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Poliomyelitis 


For  the  second  year,  the  County  Medical  Officer  has  been  able  to  give 
figures  for  poliomyelitis  immunisation.  This  time  they  relate  only  to 
the  year  under  review,  1962. 

With  the  advent  of  oral  (Sabin)  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  immunisation 
by  injection  with  Salk  vaccine  is  likely  to  fade  out  altogether.  It  is  now 
known  that  the  oral  preparation,  which  is  a  live  attenuated  polyvalent 
vaccine,  confers  a  much  safer  and  more  sure  immunity,  apart  from  obviating 
the  discomfort  of  the  needle.

Tuberculosis 

Of  128  children  aged  12-13  years  whom  I  tested  at  Market  Rasen 
secondary  schools,  9  proved  Heaf-positive  (7%).  The  remainder  received 
B.C.G.  vaccine.  A  positive  reaction  indicates  previous  exposure  to  tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  these  pupils  are  followed -up  under  arrangements  made  by 
Lindsey  County  Council.  The  figures  do  not  include  a  child  who  had 
suffered  from  tuberculosis  earlier  in  life,  and  might  therefore  have  been 
expected  to  give  a  positive  reading. 

The  percentage  of  positives  is  lower  than  last  year’s  figure  of  11.1%,  but 
not  significantly  so. 

Observations 

While  available  figures  are  insufficient  on  which  to  base  sound  opinion 
I  think  that  the  immunisation  state  of  children  is  improving.  In  particular, 
it  is  now  some  years  since  tetanus  toxoid  was  introduced,  and  most  primary 
school  entrants  have  now  had  it  in  infancy  as  part  of  the  “triple  antigen”, 
comprising  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  thus  saving  much 
follow-up  to  complete  the  initial  tetanus  series.  Ideally,  of  course,  a  “one- 
shot”  combined  antigen  would  greatly  reduce  the  chances  of  a  child 
entering  or  leaving  the  district  only  partially  protected  and,  would  boost 
the  immunisation  state  and  cut  down  school  visits  and  mileage.  For  reasons 
already  given,  however,  I  do  not  include  poliomyelitis  in  the  “one-shot” 
concept:  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  in  every  way  better  given  by  mouth. 

The  adult  attitude  is  the  same  as  noted  in  my  previous  reports.  Evening 
clinics  to  give  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  to  adults  were  almost  a  waste  of  time, 
in  contrast  to  the  panic  demands  for  immunisation  in  parts  of  the  country 
where  disease  actually  occurred. 


CIGARETTE  SMOKING  AND  LUNG  CANCER 

Following  communications  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  I  obtained 
posters  designed  to  bring  home  to  the  public  the  risk  incurred  by  cigarette 
smokers  of  contracting  lung  cancer.  The  posters  were  prominently 
displayed  and  have  been  on  display  since.  While  I  personally  accept 
the  strong  statistical  evidence  of  a  true  casual  relationship  between  cigarette 
smoking  and  lung  cancer,  and  have  set  a  personal  example  by  smoking  only 
cigars,  I  do  not  think  we  should  go  too  far  in  trying  to  make  others  give  up 
cigarette  smoking.  If  one  tries  to  ram  a  belief,  however  well-founded,  down 
people’s  throats,  one  will  merely  antagonise  them  and  get  the  opposite  result. 
Gentle  persuasion  and  personal  example  are  better  than  persistent  propa¬ 
ganda.  This  applies  to  young  persons,  too,  who  are  hardly  likely  to  be 
warned -off  smoking  so  long  as  they  see  many  adults  indulging  in  the  habit. 
I  have  the  impression  that  people  are  beginning  to  ignore  the  warning  and 
reverting  to  previous  smoking  practices,  which  seems  borne  out  by  what 
tobacco  retailers  tell  me.  No  talks  and  circulars  are  going  to  stop  this  trend: 
what  is  wanted  is  elimination  of  the  danger  at  its  source.  Obviously  it  would 
be  bad  psychology,  bad  politics,  bad  finance  to  stop  the  sale  of  cigarettes: 
the  real  and  ever -more -urgent  need  is  to  identify  and  remove  the  carcinogen. 
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Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  report  for  1962  dealing  with  the  public  health  side 
of  the  department. 


During  the  year  steady  progress  was  made,  but  there  remains  a  good 
deal  yet  to  be  done,  particularly  so  far  as  housing  improvements  are  con¬ 
cerned. 


The  butchers,  shopkeepers,  tradesmen  and  others  with  whom  I  have  to 
work  again  proved  most  co-operative  which  considerably  eased  the  duties 
of  the  department. 

Once  again  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Clerk  for  the  support  given  me  during  the 
year.

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Housing 

Whilst  no  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  one  was  voluntarily 
closed  and  some  reconditioning  carried  out  at  others. 

Following  the  completion  of  our  first  five  year  programme  for  the  clear¬ 
ance  of  unfit  dwellings  a  further  survey  is  being  made,  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  to 
ascertain  whether  there  are  any  other  houses  in  the  area  which  should  be  dealt 
with  in  a  similar  manner. 

With  regard  to  the  erection  of  new  houses,  these  are  fewer  than  the 
previous  year,  only  six  having  been  built,  and  these  by  private  enterprise. 

To  assist  the  purchasers  of  old  and  new  houses,  the  Council’s  scheme 
of  making  100%  advances  is  being  well  patronised,  particularly  by  the 
younger  members  of  the  community  who  are  becoming  more  ‘house  owning’ 
conscious. 

Improvement  Grants 

Five  improvement  grants  were  issued  during  the  year — three  Discret¬ 
ionary  and  two  Standard. 

Because  of  the  poor  response  to  previous  publicity  it  was  decided  that 
each  owner  having  property  lacking  modern  amenities  should  be  written  to 
pointing  out  the  help  that  is  available  and  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by 
modernising. 

In  addition  to  this  a  survey  is  being  carried  out  and  owners  advised  as 
to  how  properties  can  be  improved. 

Food  Preparing  and  Making  Up  places 

Throughout  the  year  these  have  been  well  maintained  and  it  was  neces  - 
sary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  to  only  one  or  two  very  minor 
items. 

Meat  Inspection 

Despite  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the 
four  slaughterhouses,  it  was  once  again  possible  to  carry  out  a  100%  in¬ 
spection. 

The  number  of  animals  dealt  with  in  1962  was  4,409,  exceeding  that  of 

1961  by  181.  Again  the  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered  proved  excellent 
and  as  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  amount  ef  meat  it  was  found 
necessary  to  condemn  as  being  unfit  for  human  food  was  very  low. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

No  serious  difficulties  arose  during  the  year  and  in  only  one  or  two 
instances  was  it  necessary  to  carry  out  minor  jobs  to  the  sewers. 

The  routine  sanding  and  flushing  of  the  sewers  was  again  carried  out 
in  order  to  ensure  a  free  flow. 

The  pumps  and  other  apparatus  at  the  disposal  works  worked  very  well 
and  were  satisfactorily  maintained. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  was  performed  satisfactorily  during 
the  year  and  no  complaints  of  a  serious  nature  were  received. 

Tipping  of  the  refuse  continued  on  the  site  at  the  rear  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works  at  /Middle  Rasen,  and  all  practical  steps  were  taken  to  avoid 
nuisance.  Regular  inspections  were  made  by  the  rodent  operator  and,  when 
necessary,  treatments  were  given. 

Privy  Conversions 

The  number  of  privies  converted  to  water  closets  was  again  disap¬ 
pointingly  low  —  only  seven  having  been  done. 

There  are  now  52  privies  remaining  (16  off  the  line  of  sewer  on  the  out¬ 
skirts)  and  in  order  to  get  these  cleared  as  speedily  as  possible  each  owner  is 
being  approached  and  advised  of  the  financial  help  available.  By  the  end  of 

1962  promises  have  been  received  from  some  that  serious  consideration 
would  be  given  to  the  matter  in  1963. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  response  to  our  efforts  will  be  better  in  the 
coming  year. 
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Water  Supply 

The  quality  and  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  district  continues  to 
be  satsifactory. 

Because  of  poor  pressure  at  certain  dwellings  the  mains  on  Linwood 
Road  and  Legsly  Road  were  relaid  in  larger  diameter  pipes  by  the  N.E. 
Lines.  Water  Board.  Further  progress  was  made  with  the  abolition  of  out¬ 
side  taps  and  the  laying  on  of  supplies  inside  dwellings.  The  following  is 
a  copy  of  the  Analyst’s  report  on  a  sample  of  water  taken  from  the  Bully 
Hill  supply  at  Tealby.
